J. W. Wilshire, partner of Eckert, identi- 
fied checks aggregating $1,500,000 on J. W. 
Wilshire and indorsed by Wilshire, Eckert & 
Co. Hesaid that either himself or Eckert 
had indorsed the checks. He said there was 
an understanding between him and Harper 
that these checks should be protected. He 
made it clear that he acted in all this wheat 
deal as the agent or broker of E. L. Harper.

Chicago Anarchists Receive a Donation of 
a Lot to Bury Their Champions. 

CuicaGco, November 30.—The committee 
having charge of the selections ofa site for 
the burial of the executed anarchists, met this 
afternoon, but failed to reach any conclusion. 
At their meeting last Saturday, they decided 
to purchase alot in Waldheim. Before they 
had notified the owners of the ground of their 
decision, however, the managers of Mount 
Greenwood cemetery, near Morgan park, offer- 
ed them a tract of land eighty feet square, 
without charge, with promise of more at a very 
low figure. 

The land is situated on a beautiful rise near 
the center of the cemetery, and adjacent to a 
lot owned by the Chicago lodge of Elks, A 
decision will be reached tomorrow, and inter- 
ment will probably occur one week from next 
Sunday. ‘There will be no parade of anarchist 
groups on that day, but alarge crowd is ex- 
pected to turn out and accompany the remains 
to their final resting place.

CRUSHED IN THE ICE, 


Fishermen Near Erie, Pa., 
Sight of the Shore. 
Erxtr, Pa., November 30.—James McLaugh- 
lin and Robert Pryor, fishermen, were drowned 
about half a mile off the shore of Presque Isle

yesterday. The manner of their death is 
remarkable. They started out early yesterday 


morning and pulled their nets, making such a 
large haul that the boat was laden nearly to 
the water’s edge. At this time they were two 
miles from shore and the surface of the water 
was covered with slush ice several inches 
thick. The men weighed anchor and started 
back, Dut the wind rising caused the boat to 
pitch heavily and every lurch caused her to 
ship large quantities of semi-liquid ice. Seeing 
that it was impossible to reach Erie harbor the 
men turned for the shore, but when half a 
mile out an unusually heavy floe drove a large 
block of ice into the boat and she slid under, 
disappearing from view.,The menjstruggled in 
the water and ice for a time but were soon 
overcome by the cold, in sight of the crowd on 
shore, which could render no assistance. 


The Government's Revenues. 


WASHINGTON, November 20.—Revenues of 
the government, from all sources, during the 
month of November, amounted to about $30,- 
500,000, being on an average ofa little more 
than a million a day. Disbursements during 
the month were unusually heavy, and nearly 
equalled the receipts. Over $18,000,000 was 
paid out on account of pensions. It is esti- 
mated atthe treasury department that there 
las been an increase of nearly a million dol- 
lars in the public debt during November.

ather Richard Scannell is a native. of Ire- 
land, having been born near Cloyne, count 
Cork, May i2th, 1845. He was educatedin A 
Hallows college, near Dublin, and was or- 
dained there February 26th, 1871, for work in 
the diocese of Nashville, and reached here in 
the following April. Arriving in Nashville, 
Father Scannell was assigned to duty at the 
cathedral, under-the care of Bishop Feehan. 


Here he remained until 1878, when 
e was given the pastorate of 
the Edgefield parish. In the — fall of 


1879 he was returned to the cathedral as rector, 
which position. he retained until the end of 
1880, when Bishop Feehan was sent to Chi- 
cago, In 1880 Father Scannell was appointed 
administrator of the didcese, and remained as 
such till the consecration of Bishop Rade- 
macher, in June, 1883. In February, of last 

ear, he was appointed to the charge of St. 

oseph’s parish, where he has sinee remained. 
Father Scannell’s work in Nashyille has been 
most successful.

PENSIONS FOR EX-CONFEDERATES,. 


South Carolina Senate Passes a Bill Pen- 
sioning Disabled Soldiers. 

Ccitomem, 8. C., November 30.—[Special.] 
Yn the senate today, the bill to provide for the 
relief of certain soldiers, sailors, and widows 
of soldiers or sailors of the late war between 
ewe by a vote of 32 to 2, the 

negative votes being cast by the two colored 
republican senators from Georgetown and 
Beaufort. The bill provides that all disabled 
soldiers and sailors of the confederacy now re- 
siding in South Carolina, or their widows 
while they remain unmarried, shall be entitled 
to receive from the state a monthly pension of 
$5, upon the following conditions, viz: ‘‘In or- 
der to obtain the benefit of this act, such sol- 
dier or sailor must show, first, that he was a 
bona fide soldier or sailor in the service of the 
state of South Carolina, or of the confederate 
states, in the war between the states; second,

wife is the owner of property exceeding $500, 

as assessed for taxation; fourth, that he is not 

receiving an income exceeding the amount of 
250 per annum.’’ 

In the house, a bill to establish a new county 
from portions of Darlington, Williamsburg and 
Marion counties, to be known as Florence 
county, gave rise toaspirited debate. The 
discussion made itapparent that the move- 
ment was popular with the great body of the 
citizens of the portions of the three counties 
included in the proposed new county, while 
there seemed to be no very serious objection to 
the change on the part of the other people 
saaseanens The bill was finally passed by a 
fair majority, and its friends are confident 
that it will also pass the senate. This was the 
only matter of general interest disposed of in 
the house today. :

A Policeman and a Maniac Have a Lively 
Time. 


NEw YorRK, November 320.—Au appalling 
struggle took place tonight, between a raving 
maniac, named Frederick Drummond, a pow- 
erful negro, and Roundsman Carley, of Cap- 
tain Reilly’s precinct. The negro has, fora 
long time been a waiter at the Union League 
club, buthas recently shownsigns of insanity. 
Tonight he became violently insane and tore 
around the house imagining that he had a red 
hot stove inside of him. A hatchet was 
handy and this he seized and 
with it began to demolish the furniture. 
Roundsman Carley heard his cries and rushed 
into the negro’s room. He no sooner entered 
than the maniac seized one of his fingers, and, 

etting it between his teeth, ground at it likea 
demon. The officer and madman rolled over 
and over on the floor and struggled for the 

ossession of the hatchet, which had been 

ropped. Just as the officer was becoming ex- 
hausted, assistance came, and by dint of pry- 
ing open the negro’s teeth, the roundsman’s 
finger was released. The negro was taken to 
Bellevue hospital and placed in a straight 
jacket,

How Two Savages Were Treated in Indian 
Territory. 


Fort Suiru, Ark., November 30.—Another 
Indian territory tragedy was enacted yester- 
day. It occurred at Antlers, in the Choctaw 
nation, and was the result of an old fend. 
Victor L. Locke, a big stockman and a mer- 
chant at Antlers station, was startled from his 
breakfast by the entrance into his house of 
Jack Watts, a Choctaw, andan unknown In- 
dian, with pistols in their hands, evidently 
bent on murder. Mrs. Locke met the men at 
the door and felled one witha stick of stove 
wood, and meanwhile Locke had gotten his 
Winchester rifle, and before they could fire he 
shot both Indians, killing them almost in- 
stantly.

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THE DUBLIN BANQUET 


Lord Hartington and Mr. Goschen 
Entertained. 


THEIR. SPEECHES ON THE OCCASION 


They Rely on the Loyalists of Ireland to 
Prevent Separation—Other Foreign 
News of Interest.

Dusiiw, November 30.—The unionists’ ban- 
quet, in Leinster hall, this evening, was a 
brilliant affair. Leading merchants and pro- 
fessional men and a number of Catholic union- 
ists were present. The balconies were crowd- 
ed with ladies. Lord- Hartington and Mr. 
Goschen were given an ovation. A toast to 
the quéen was ‘teceived with enthusiasm. 
Everybody rose and joined in singing the 
national anthem and ‘‘God Bless the Prince of 
Wales.’’ -Mr. Kenny, an eminent Catholic 
barrister, in proposing a toast to the unionist 
cause, denounced home rule as an insidious 
misnomer, simply meaning dismemberment oi 
the empire and the utter ruin of Ireland. The 
agitation, he said, had already destroyed Irish 
|. trade and ruined Irish credit, but there were 
hopeful symptoms that the people were begin- 
uing to find out the real tendencies of the agi- 
tator’s work. : 

Mr. Goschen, who responded, said that the 

time for anybody being neutral toward the 
separatists had passed. No truce should be 
allowed with the party of sedition. These 
demonstrations, showing thatthe most impor- ; 
tant _ of Ireland was against home rule, 
would help to convince England and the world 
that the agitators’ claim of representing Irish 
sentiment was largely delusive. 
{ Mr. Goschen lauded the landlords for having 
rejected a bribe as gross as was ever offered to 
a great interest by a statesman who ought to 
have known better. They had acted nobly, he 
said, under strong temptation. The govern- 
ment appreciated their patriotism. ‘Then they 
were the only section of the loyalist party 
in Ireland. It wascant on the part of the 
learned professors who adorned the Glad- 
stonian party to throw diseredit upon the 
views, intelligence and learning and literature 
of this city. ' It was cant on the rt of the 
edneated and wealthy classes of England to 
say when their brethren in Ireland expressed 
an opinion that their wealth and education 
could not count; thatthe only qualifications 
for real prosperity were to have nothing and to 
know nothing. {Cheers and lenshiery. 

‘‘Our opponents,”’ said Mr. Goschen, “‘con- 
sider minds that are blank better receptacles 
for their doctrines; that is not our view. We 

refer men acquainted with history and its 

essons, and are glad to deal with audiences 
who care more for argument than for declama- 
tion; who care more to be informed on ques- 
tions of the day than to be inflamed by preju- 
dices of the day. We are satisfied to disap- 


inflame a party or faction.” 

Referring to the challenge of the Freeman’s 
Journal, he invited reporters of that paper, 
who were present, to note and report carefully 
his words. Never had he said that Mr. O’ Brien 
deserved five years’ penal servitude..The story 
was an invention of the Freeman’s Journal 
reporters. [Laughter and hisses.} He con- 
tinued : 

‘‘We have other matters to occupy our minds 


than paying attention tasensationa] patagraphs 
in the nationalist -_press, which are devised to 
prooceupy us, 6r to incidents of their ridiculous 


as those of any other part of the kingdom.”’ 

Referring to the charge that the government 
had broken its pledges concerning the grant- 
ing of local government to Ireland, he said: 

‘You who live hereand who Know what 
passes at national and municipal gatherings 
will be able to furnish an answer, cousider 
that a pledge given to a sane man will not hold 
when the man has become a lunatic. I should 
be too glad to see established in Ireland a real 
rival 30 the political influence of the central 
league in Dublin, but it is mepecenrs while 
municipal privileges are utilized for the pur- 
poses of revolution and partisan home rule bias 
alone is the plot of the muhicipal local govern- 
mentinjIreland. So leng asthat continues 
the imperial party cannot assist in creating 
vantage ground for operations against loyalist 
inhabitants, but when coercion is no longer put 
upon o,f opinion we shall be ready to redeem 
our pledges.”’ 

In conclusion he entreated the audience to 
remember that though they had to bear the 
brunt, the. forces behind them were stronger 
than those in front, and that if they stood firm 
they would be certain to come out victorious. 

Lord Hartington, rising, after midnight, to 
reply to a toast to the president of the union, 
said that the Freeman’s Journal in criticising 
him said he showed no emotion upon his re- 
ception. He did not know what the’ Free- 
man’s Journal expected, He could only say 
that if he possessed the eloquence of the 
greatest of Irish orators, it would not suffice 
to express the warmth of gratitude he felt for 
the welcome accorded him. In his treatment 
of the local government question, Lord Hart- 
ington used much the same arguments as had 
Mr. Goschen. He said great as was the temp- 
tation to rely upon force and exceptional law 
solely for the maintenance of union, the soon- 
er unionists found themselves in position to 
deal on terms of perfect rete with the peo- 

le of Ireland, as compared with those of Eng- 
and, the easier could their task become, and 
more firmly would they secure the mainte- 
nance of the union. But to do this they were 
owerless, without the co-operation of the 
oyal party in Ireland. We look to you to 
show England that there is a party in Ireland 
which is as deeply attached to our institutions 
and laws as are Englishmen themselyes. We 
further look to you to proye that you are 
equally willing to trust your fellow-country- 
men and extend to them equal liberties und 
laws. With your steady assistance our task 
will be greatly lightened. # 

‘In conclusion, I would ask the generous as- 
sistance of the loyalist press. It is a matter of 
deep regret to many of us that we believe that 
vast portéons of the people of this country 
never have an oppurtunity of seeing any pa- 
pers except those advocating disloyalty and 
separation.”

Dvusuin, Noverrber 30.—The Irish Timos, 
conservative, claims that the unionist meeting 
last night was an assemblage of intelligence, 
courage and popular feeling to protest, not as 
a minority, but substantially as an equal por- 
tion of the Irish people, against the policy of 
the home rule party. 

The Freeman’s Journal, in its comments on 
the meeting, says the surroundings proved that 
Lord Hartington and Mr. Goschen were the 
avowed enemies of Ircland. Detectives, it 
says, guarded the two Englishmen as if thev 
were a couple of czars. The meeting was at- 
tended by only those who had tickets, and no 
claim could be made that it was a free expres- 
sion of public opinion. 

The Dublin Express, conservative, says 
there never was such a meeting before in Dub- 
lin, It points out that its supporters included 
peers, ecclesiasts, civil dignitaries and repre- 
sentatives of the railway, shipping, banking 
and professional interests.

The brick used to build the chimney 
for this house forthe colored paupers are utterly 
worthless, and we can but express our surprise, that 
the officers Charged with the management of the 
county affairs, would suffer the county to be im- 
posed upon in such amanner, We can but con- 
demn the action ofthe county board in fetting out 
the contract for repairing the above named little 
house at the exorbitant price of fifty dollars, when, 
in our judgment, twenty-five would bave been suffi- 
cient, even if first-class muterial had been used.”’ 

They then go on to recommend that the 
homes (both white and colored) be sold, and 
the proceeds applied to the support of the 

aupers, under the old system—which was to 
Card them with their families, or throughout 
the county.

TRIED AND TESTED.

It cannot be ursed that the law was not givena 
fair trial in Atlanta, or that there was not ample op- 
portunity for discussing its merits and demerirs 
during the canvass. The leaders on either side 
were men of acknowledged ability and influence, 
citizens of standing and having important property 
interests at stake, sothat they bad the wood of the 
city at heart. It was brought out during this discus- 
sion—tirst, that the operation of the law was a 
failure in itself, tor theie was no actual prohibition, 
liquor having been smuggled in and sold under 
yarious pretenses without difliculty, though the 
entire cily and county machinery was in the hands 
of the prohibitionists; and second, that the law was 
the cause of material and moral injury to the city. 
The second if not the fist point was questioned by 
tne advocates of the law, cni they unnbesitatingly 
accepted the challenge to 1-t the citizens decide 
whether after a two years trial of the law they were 
willing to try ittwo years longer, never doubting 
that ft would be decided in tneir favor by an im- 
ereased majority. 

However much intelligence there may have been 
on the side of the prohibitionists or however san- 
guine they may have been in their anticipations of 
victory, it must be conceded tit their campaign 
methods were questionable, to say the least, and, 
from their own standpoint of high morality, repre- 
hensible. It is impossible, thereiore, to teel any 
sympathy for the probibitionis's in their defeat after 
adopting such questionable metnods, They profess 
to act upon a higher standurd of morality than or- 
dinary people, and they must be judged from the 
standpoint of their prufessions. Having detenied a 
law which is impotent except for damage to their 
municipal interests, the people of Atlanta will now 
revert to the common seise metbods of dealing with 
the liquor question. If thvy are wise they will con- 
sult the Ulinoislaw and tix the license tax so high 
that tue tratic can be restricted and placed within 
sufe bounds until such time as there is a majority 
sufficient to entorce prohibition.

WHO ARE AFTER GEORGE'S SEAT 


A Running Account of Some of the Figures 
in Mississippi Politice—Their Ambi- 
tions and Prospects. 


Jackson, Miss., November 24.—[Staff Cor- 
respondence Constitution.]—The Mississippi 
people believe that Secretary Lamar has per- 
maneutly given up his residence in that state. 

The politicians hope so, for the reason that 
the secretary is so much the superior of any 
one else in political life in the state that his 
citizenship and presence was a stumbling 
block in the way of those who desire political 
preferment and advancement. Even in the 
event that Secretary Lamar is not made sn- 
preme court judge, it is not thought that he 
will return to Mississippi to live. His recent 
marriage, the disinclination of his wife, and 
his own personal wishes in the matter, wil! in- 
fluence him to take up his residence in Wash- 
ington, if he goes upon the bench; and the 
prophesy is frequently made, that in the event 
he does not go upon the bench, he will return 
to Georgia, and renew his allegiance to the 
‘sovereignty of the state of his nativity. 

Secretary Lamar, now that Mr. Davis has 
retired from the stage of active life, has been 
for some years the most prominent political 
figure in Mississippi. For some years a college 
professor in the University at Oxford, he is 
said to have entered upon political life some- 
what unwillingly, and at first exceedingly 
doubtful-as to the probable success of his ven- 
ture. A man of extraordinary attainments 
from a literary point of view, his best friends 
regarded the experiment with watchful eyes, 
but the result showed, beyond all peradven- 
ture, that because Mr. Lamar was fond of 
books and literary work, he was nevertheless 
qualified to fill, with honor and great ability, 
one of the greatest political offices that 
statesmen are ever called upon to occupy. 
Never perhaps was a greater contrast pre- 
sented by two men than that offered by Sena- 
tor Lamar and Senator George when the two 
represented Mississippi in the United States 
senate. One a quiet, thoughtful man, with 
the air and mien of a scholar, with a figure and 
dress typical of the ante-bellum southerner, a 
man who gave to all his speeches, it mattered 
not upon what subject they might be, the 
nameless charm that a man of culture and re- 
finement can throw about a subject. Rarely 
speaking, when he did he spoke with remark- 
able power, and at once obtained and easily 
held the attention of bis audience. An at- 
tractive figure in the senate chamber, he was 
pointed out to strangers who eagerly asked for 
the name and residence of the long-haired 
southerner. Somewhat reserved in manner, 
he rarely went into society, but no man had 
the power cf magnetizing and charming the 
social circle in a greater degree than Mr. 
Lamar when he chose to exercise it. 

His colleague, Mr. George, also a native 
Georgian, was a man of the people, who by his 
own exertions, alone and perhaps unaided 
wrested from theworld fortune and position. 
WitH none of that refinement and culture that 
sat so gracefully upon the senior senator, he 
bad more of what the world calls hard com- 
mon sense. He was not what his friends were 
pleased to say, adreamer, but an earnest, 
practical, well informed lawyer -whose every 
word had a‘ meaning, and whose every blow 
told with tremendous effect. George cares lit- 
tle for social lifeeven now, and society in 
Washington or at home sees little of him. A 
man of large landed estates, his income each 
yearis large, but though it were ten times 
smaller it would suffice for all his wants, for 
he has but few expensive tastes and habits 
that cost large sums of money to gratify. He 
isa splendid lawyer, energetic, fearless, un- 
daunted, and has built upa splendid practice 
in Mississippi, and has a host of admiring 
friends. 

Upon Mr. Lamar’s elevation to the cabinet, 
the Mississippi legislature selected General 
Walthall to suceeed him. General Walthall 
is a representative of the best society of the 
state and south, andis a cultured, intelligent 
gentleman. He hasnotthe deep scholarship 
of Lamar, or the horse sense in the same degree 
perhaps that is characteristic of George, but he 
has excellent attainments, and is well qualified 
to fill, with credit to himself and honor to his 
great state, the office he holds. The term of 
Senator George is drawing to an end, and a 
strong contest will be made for the seat. 
Among those prominently mentioned for the 
place, are Governor Robert Lowry, the present 
governor; and Lieutenant-Governor Sims, of 
Columbus. Neither gentleman has been pub- 
licly announced, but it is generally known that 
Governor Lowry would like to have 
the place, and the friends of Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Sims are arranging 
to present his name for the office. It is likely 
that other names will be mentioned, and it is 
certain that Senator George will be in the 
race agains Mr. George has made himself 
somewhat unpopular lately by his attacks upon 
the state university at Oxford. Without any 
collegiate education himself, it is said by those 
who are friendly to the college at Oxford, that 
he is opposed to &igher education by the state. 
Senator George is a warm friend of the agri- 
cultural and mechanical college at Starkville, 
and it is claimed that he is trying to build up 
the latter institution at the expense of the 
university. Senator George has recently been 
engaged in a very warm and long controversy 
with the president of the university in regard 
to certain matters pertaining to that institu- 
tion, and the popular opinion among the peo- 
ple seems to be that the college professor has 
completely silenced him. 

Governor Lowry, two years ago, was perhaps 
astronger candidate than he is now. With 
two terms in the gubernatorial chair he has 
had splendid opportunities to make a good 
record, and in the opinion of a great many 
people has added very much to his fame, but 
on the other hand his enemies or opponents, 
and they are more numerous than he wishes, 
are notatall modest in declaring that the 
governor has used lis high office in the inter. 
ests ofa particular crowd long dominant in 
Mississippi politics. The unfortunate difi- 
culty. that took place some time ago between 
Colonel Hamilton, an influential politician, 
and the lessee of the state convicts for a num- 
ber of years, and Editor Gambrell, in which 
the editor was killed, some say as- 
sassinated, injured Governor Lowry no little, 


. for the reason that it was generally believed 


that the governor and Hamilton wero interest. 
ed in business schemes and arrangements, out 
of which, ina great measure, the difficulty 
grew. It is true that the immediate cause of 
trouble was the difference of views and the pub- 
lication ‘of personal statements by the parties 
in a controversy that arose over the discussion 
of the prohibition question. Hamilton is in 
jail now at Jackson, bail having been refused 
hii, but it is a very great question whether he 
will ever be brought to trial and convicted of 
the Gambrell murder, No one believes that he 
will ever suffer the death penalty, though a 
very large number of people have no hesitancy 
in declaring that the killing of Gambrell was 
even worse than murder—assasgination. 

But coming back to Governor Lowry, it is 
not likely that this affair will have much in- 
fluence upon the senatorial election. South- 
ern people soon forget such matters, and a few 
years will effectually remove all trace of re- 
sentment that a people formerly had for a 
public man, We Georgians have had so many

have adjourned sessions like we do in Geoy. 
gia. With.no state debt worth speaking of to 
take care of, with but few questions of publie 
interest disturbing the people, the work of 
the Mississippi legislature. for the past few 
years has been without much interest. The 
two questions that the people have to decide 
within the next five years are in part ques- 
tions that affect materially nearly every guif 
state. The disposition of its convicts is al. 
ready a bone of contention, and has provoked 
much debate in and out of the legis. 
lature. The state has practically 
decided that the wall system is expensive and 
costly, and has temporarily leased the convicts 
to the Gulf and Ship Island railroad, but this 
lease is only temporary, and in a few years the 
legislature will be obliged to make a permanent 
disposition of these unfortunate creatures. 
The levee system, or the protection of the 
delta country from the overflow of the Mis- 
sissippi river, will always be a great question 
in the state. Of course congress is looked to 
for help in this matter. Mississippi, nor 
any other state, could successfully 
check the inroads of this monster, 
and the general government, with it millions 
of surplus, is not able to effecutually prevent 
these overflows, but the state and the govern- 
ment can, in a great. measure, so guard and 
protect the deita land as to check in a great 
measure the disustrons effects of the rushing 
waters. This is the great problem that con- 
fronts the state. Solveit, and she will be able 
to offer to the world the richest and most valu- 
able agricultural lands in all creation. The 
failure of the river and harbor bill at the last 
congress Wasa great disappointment to the 
people, but they bravely went to work and did 
in their own small way what they were able 
to do for the protection of their lands, 
The Mississippi people have wonderful re- 
sources in an agricultural way in their posses- 
sion. It can never hope to-become a manufac 
turing state, for the reason that it has no water 
power; it will never be known for its miner- 
al-resources, for as far as it is known there are 
no marketable minerals within its borders. God 
intended it to be an agricultural community, 
and if the people realize this fact in all its sig.

velop that interest, Mississippi has as bright a 
future before it as any other state in the !and, 
and in time will compare with any in progress.

TEE CAPITOL COMMISSION 


Vest e “day. 

The capitol commissioners met yesterday 
morning at the executive office. 
present Commiasioners Cook, Howell, Miller 
and Thomas. Absent, Commissioner Alexan- 
der and Governor Gordou, 

In the absence of the governor, who is ex- 
officio chairman of the board, Commissioner 
Cook presided, 

The minutes were read and approved, and 
estimate number 34, amounting to $20,680.22, 
was approved and the governor ordered to 
draw his warrant forthatamount. Contractor 
Miles came before the board and explained 
the progress of the work. He complained 
that the plans and details were not furnished 
ricve' gow f and he, alse, in answer to questions, 
spoke of the probability of finishing the work 
within the time required.

A NUMBER OF applications were received 
yesterday, by Clerk Harrison, from old soldiers 
applying for the pensions allowed them under 
the law. Each day the number grows larger, 
and in a few weeks, it is possible that all those 
entitled to the benefits under the act, will have 
received the portion the legislature set aside 
for them. 

TREASURER HARDEMAN on yesterday re- 
ceived the following taxes: . Upson county, 
$5,000; Rockdale county, $200: Early county, 
$1,368.55; Webster county, $850; Randolph 
county, $503.60; McIntosh county, $213.31;
